It has come to our attention« from a nuinber of different 
sources, that during recent canonstrotions in Turkey (particularly 
the one in Istanbul), over the events tn the territories, there 
were some blatant anti-Jewish, antl-Semttic manifestations. 

Posters flaunted slogans like "Turkey will be a grave to the 
Jew', "The Jews are the cursed people"* "Palestinian blood on 
the heads of the Jews and the Free Masons", "Jews remeitiber Maibar*', 
etc. 

Needless to say that such expressions of prejudice, 
especially whin they are shown on television, appeal to the 
lowest human instincts and may trigger even Tiiort trouble; but 
beyond that, they tarnish the Image of Turkey ainl harm our Joint 
efforts to emphasize the true attitude of tolerance and friend¬ 
ship which the Turkish people have demonstrated over the last 
five centuries towards the Jewish people. 

Democratic govemwents are under a moral obligation to 
see to it that criticism and legitimate controversy do not 
deteriorate into Incitement and threat against innocent citizens. 
One would hope that every measure will be e^aployed by the 
competent Turkish authorities to prevent excesses of this nature.

Jews have emigrated 
to Israel and to other Western countries. Compared with 25,000 today, 
the Jewish population was 120,000 at the end of the Ottoman Empire 
in 1919, 

Still, the size, importance and success of Jewish-owned businesses in 
Turkey are truly impressive. For example, in a country in which textiles 
is one of the largest industries, a Jewish businessman, Turgot Koyun- 
cuoglu, is one of the country's largest cotton planters, Jak Kamhi is Presi¬ 
dent of Profilo Holding Company, one of the most important businesses 
in Turkey, He is a key player in Turkish efforts to join the European 
Common Market. 

I hope to return to Turkey in 1992 to celebrate an eagerly anticipated 
event — the 500th anniversary of the rescue of the Jews from Spain and 
the celebration of five centuries of Jewish prosperity and freedom tn 
Turkey,

Dear Friend, 

The country of Turkey is of vital impor¬ 
tance to our nation. Because of its strategic 
location with borders on Syria, Iraq, Iran and 
the Soviet Union, Turkey is a key member 
of the NATO alliance and an increasingly in¬ 
fluential economic and political power in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, I was recently invited by the Foreign Policy In* 
stituie of Ankara to visit this country and to meet with its government 
and business leaders. 



During visits to other Middle Eastern nations, I have noted the precar¬ 
ious and sometimes dangerous position of Jewish communities that are 
often tiny minorities. However, I was surprised and pleased to learn that 
the Jews in Turkey are doing quite well, I thought you might be interest¬ 
ed in the following interview on this subject, which I have reprinted from 
the Mianti Jewish Tribune A 
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Congressman Lehman: 

Turkey’s 
Jews Are 
Thriving

Turkey and its Jews owe a 
great deal to each other* 

Some Spanish Jews weir^ saved 
from the Inquisition aJmost 500 
years ago by a sympiithetic 
Sultan of the Ottoman Empire. 
Again, less than two years ago* 
Istanbura Jews were help^, 
this time by a Turkish govern¬ 
ment determined to rebuild a 
synagogue destroyed by a ter¬ 
rorist's bomb. 

U.S. Congressman William 
Lehman, who visited Turkey 
earlier this month* said v'estem 
political observers have noted 
recent trends toward the 
"westernization'' of the coun¬ 
try, in terms of poUti'.'s and 
economics. He also noted the 
role Turkish Jews are playing 
as statesmen and powerbrokers 
in the country's renaiasence* 
The Miami Democrat was in 
Turkey January 3-10 at the in¬ 
vitation of the Foreign Policy 


Institute of Ankara, Lehman 
said that, as a member of the 
Foreign Operations Appropria¬ 
tions Committee, he was there 
to talk politics and defense* But 
the Jewish presence in this 
Moslem country soon caught 
Lehman’s attention too. 

In an exclusive interview 
with Th^ Miami Jewish 
Tribune, Lehman said that he 
was surprised to find Turkish 
Jews participating in so many 
aspects of public life. 

"1 did not go out to seek the 
Jewish community* Idle I do in 
other places. It was just cir¬ 
cumstance.” he said* "The 
(Turkish government offidalsl 
did not include the Jews 
because of me. They were there 
because of the fact that they 
were prominent in the com¬ 
munity and because they were 
sophisticated, worldly people*" 

in a country with an 
estimated population of 52 
million people, Turkey's Jewish 
population is miniscule — just 
25.U0n, 15.000 of whom live in 
the nation's capital of Istanbul* 
said Lehman. Their numbers 
may be few, but their influence, 
he said, is great. 

"They certainly play a role in 
the re-emergence of Turkey as 
an economic powerhouse," 
l.^hman said, iSjrkey's gross 
national product is expected to 
be greater than West 


Germany’s by the year 2Q00, he 
said, coming mostly from 
technology* farm products and 
textiles. 

“When 1 started talking to 
the business community. I was 
amazed to find that the 
econ<imic power structure w'as 
headed* in large part, by Jewish 
business leaders," he said. "It 
W'as home that even though 
this is a secular, and not a 
theocratic government, it is 
nevertheless a Moslem country, 
and 1 don't know of any [other] 
country in the world where the 
Jews survived for 500 years 
without persecution.” 

Turkish Jewish political 
leaders include the former am¬ 
bassador to the European 
Economic Community, Terfik 
Saracoglu. He led the 
iB-member congressional 
delegation to the Istanbul 
synagogue which was bombed 
on September G. 1986, kilJing 
21 worshippers. The bombing* 
Lehman said, was a terrorist at¬ 
tack. and not typical of Turkish 
attitudes toward Jews* And the 
full expense of rebuilding the 
synagogue was footed by the 
Turkish government. That 
’’gesture of friendship,” 
Lehman said, is typical of a 
Turkish attitude which seeks 
peaceful interaction between 
Moslems and Jews* 

"There b a great deal of ac¬ 
commodation for their mutual 
benefit*" he said. "The Jews 
who stayed there have a good 
life* [The bombing) was a horri¬ 
ble incident. Before the aAck,

* Jewish Sup port To Turkey"; Kemal Turkkan reporting from Mew York in Gunes 123) 
gave extensive coverage to the s^inposium held in New York on Turkish-Jewish 
relations where it was claimed that the Jewish minority which to a large extent 
kept in hand the economic life in Turkey* could help in Turkey's entry to the 
EEC* Turkkan said that duririg the symposium which was organised as part of the 
rapprcchement between the Turkish and Jewish lobbies in the US* TYirkish-Jew'ish 
relations were taken up by Jewish-origin academicians and the social-political 
standing of the Jews during the Ottoman period debated. Giving detailed coverage 
to the various lectures* Turkkan said that Rabbi Marc Angel of the Saphardi Jews 
in New York lectured on the Jewish intellectuals in the Ottoman Empire and their 
studies. Prof. Amnon Kohen from th^ Hebrew University in Jerusalem gave 
information about Palestine under the Ottoman rule and the Palestine Jews * 

Stating that it still wasn't quite known that the Jews led a very peaceful 
life for 350 years under the Ottoman rule* Kohen gave information about the 
relations between the Moslems* Christians and Jews in Jerusalem during the Ottoman 
rule* Stating that the Jews constituted the "elite" of the Ottomans during 
every pei'iod, Kohen stating that Ben Gurion was a Jew brought up with the Turkish 
culture, claimed one could observe the '^Turkish influence" in the setting up of 
Israel due to his having studied at the Istanbul Faculty of Law. 

Giving coverage to the le cture Heath Lowry* t he Director of the Turkish History 
Research Institute in Washington, Turkkan quoted him as giving information 
about the situation of the Jews in todays Turkey after stating that the Ottoman 
Empire acted as protector of the Jews against the anti-Jewish Christians. Stating 
that there currently were around 30 thousand Jews in Turkey* Dr. Lowry said 
the figure was once around 80 thousand but had gone down due to the terrorist 
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currents in Turkey during the last 20 years. Stating that an emigration 
movement from Israel to Turkey had now started due to the unending war conditions 
there, Lowr>' attached this to the gradual developaient of Turkey each day. 

Saying that it was Jewish-origin persons who were directing a major part of the 
Ixisiness life and industry in Turkey, howry added that for this reason the Jewish 
minority would contribute greatly to Turkey's entry to the EEC. Stating that 
Turkey always had good feelings towards the Jews, he stated that Turkey also 
supported the Jewish movements adding that despite all obstructions of the 
British after WWII, the Jewish survivors of the trar were transfered to Israel 
over Turkey and gave as example to this Teddy Kolleck's supervising this saving 
operation from Turkey for a long time. Giving briefly the lecture by Naim 
Guleryuz, owner of the Shalom newspaper published in Istanbul, Turkkan also gave 
detailed extracts from the lecture of Yilmaz Benardete whom he said was known 
as ‘'Ozal's Jewish Favorite", the MF founder and member of the Istanbul Municipality 
Assembly. Emphasizing the Turkish support and protection of the Jews, Benardete 
said the whole world should know this and this was vrtiat iwas being aimed by the 
symposium . While asked by a member of the audience whether or not Turkey 
transfered over to Israel the Jews escaping from Iran, Benardete said, "Not just 
the Jews taut everybody is escaping from Iran. And the Khoumeini regime is 
becoming hostile not just to the Jews but to every country which open arms 
to those escaping. Jews escaping frcxn Iran can go to any country they want 
under the UN International Refugee Status. This has nothing to do with Turkey". 

'Israel' Hitch With Iran; With major headlines, " 'Israel' Hitch With Iran" the 
daily Hurriyet El?) gave the difference of opinion between Turkey and Iran on 
the issue of an international peace conference which came out to the open 
during official talks between the Turkish and Iranian officials as disclosed 
by Foreign Ministry sources^and while also giving extracts from the banquet 
address of the Turkish FM in honour of the visiting Iranian FM^quoted him as 
denouncing "Israel's inhuman attacks".

Kemal Turkkan reporting from New York in Gunes (23.2*1983) gave extensive 
coverage to the symposium held in ^Eew York on Turkish-Jewish relations where it 
was claimed that the Jewish minority which to a large extent kept in hand the 
economic life in Turkey^ could help in IXirkey^s entry to the EEXI, Turkkan said 
that during the symposium which was organised as part of the rapprochement 
between the Turkish and Jewish lobbies in the US, Turkish-Jewish relations 
were taken up by Jewish -origin academicians and the social-political standing 
of the Jews during the Ottoman period debated. Giving detailed coverage to 
the various lectures, Turkkan said that Rabbi Marc Angel of the Saphardi Jews 
in New York lectured on the Jewish intellectualsin the Ottoman Empire and their 
studies. Prof, Amnon Kohen from the Hebrew University in Jerusalem gave information 
about Palestine under the Ottoman rule and the Palestine Jews, Stating that 
it still wasn't quite known that the Jews led a very peaceful life for 350 years 
under the Ottoman rule, Kohen gave information about the relations between the 
^ioslems, Christians and Jews in Jerusalem during the Ottoman rule. Stating 
that the Jews constituted the "elite'* o£ the Ottomans during every period, Koheiy 
statirig that Een Gurion was a Jew brought up with the Turkish culture, clairtii:^ 
one could observe the "Turkish influence" in the setting up of Israel due to 
his having studied at the Istanbul Faculty of Law, 

Giving coverage to the lecture by Heath Lowry, the Director of the Turkish 
History Research Institute in Washington, Turkkan quoted him as giving information 
about the situation of the Jews in todays Turkey after stating that the Ottoman 
Einpire acted as ptotector of the Jews against the anti-Jewish Christians, 
stating that there currently were around 30 thousand Jews in Turkey, Dr, Lowry 
said the figure was once around 80 thousand but had gone down due to the terrorist 
currents in Turkey during the last 20 years, Stating that the an emigration 
movement from Israel to Turkey had now started due to the _unending war conditions 
there, Lowry attached this to the gradual development of Turkey each day* 

Saying that it was Jewish-origin persons who were directing a major part of 
the business life and industry in Turkey, Lowry added that for this reason 
the Jewish minoruty would contribute greatly to Turkey's entry to the EEC, 

Stating that Turkey always had good feelings towards the Jews, he stated that 
Turkey also supported the Jewish movements, adding that despite all obstructions 
of the British after WWII, the Jewish survivors of the war were transfered to 
Israel over Turkey and gave as example to this Teddy Kolleck's supervising this 
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saving operation from Turkey for a long ti.me* G ving briefly the lecture by 
Naim Guleryuz^ owner of the Shalom newspaper pub ished in Istanbul, Turkkan 
also gave detailed extracts from the lecture of ilmaz Benardete whom he said 
was known as “Ozal's Jewish Favoritethe MP foi iider and member of the Istanbul 
Municipality Assembly* Emphasizing the Turkish : upport and protection c£ the 
Jews, Benardete said the whole world should know this and this was what was 
being airrkod by the symposium. While asked by a r c-mber of the audience whether 
or not Turkey transfered over to Israel the Jews escaping from Iran, Benardete 
said, "Not just the Jews but everybody is escaping from Iran* And the Khoumeini 
regime is becoming hostile not just to the Jews but to every country which open 
arms to those escaping* Jews escaping from Iran can go to any country they want 
under the UN International Refugee status. This has nothing to do with Turkey.'" 


Haluk Akdogan reporting from New York under "How Ths World Sees Us" column in 
Sabah (24) also gave coverage to the scientific conference held at the Yeshiva 
University in New York where the common history of the Turks and Jews was taken 
up. Akdogan said that throughout the corjference the Armenians tried to obstruct 
it by staging demonstrations in front of the University but Gouldn*t succeed 
in doing so despite the mes.^.xjes of threat they sent prior to the conference 
to the Turkish Consulate-General in New York, the Turkish-American Associations 
Federation and the Yeshiva University. 

The correspondent said that the Jewish religious figures and academicians who 
participated in the conference-analised historically the positive attitucje of 
the Turks towards the Jews starting from the Ottoman^ period and emphasizing 
the liberal attitude of the Ottoman towards the minorities, stated that the Ottoman 
system brought long lasting stability and welfare to the ME. Saying that the 
Jewish academicians also voiced their appreciation on the issue related to seeking 
of refugee with the Ottoman Empire of the Jews escaping from Spain and Portugal^ 
the correspondent quoted Prof. Bernard as saying that the attitude of the Ottomans 
towards the Jews was more liberal and humanitarian as compared to that of the 
Christians towards the Jews. Saying that Prof. Lewis attached the change which 
took place later In the attitude towards the minorities and the decrease of the 
Jewish population within the empire to the general collapse of the Ottoman 
community, quoted him as saying that traditionally the Turks showed closeness 
to the Jews while the Europeans showed closeness to the Greeks and Armenians - 
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Briefly covering the lecture given by Dr, Heath Lcswry, the correspondent quoted 
him as saying that during the WWII the Turkish diplomats protected the Jews 
against the Na^is in various Euroepan cities and ended his reporting saying the 
other Jewish academicians dwelt on the various dimensions of Turkish-Jewish 
relations emphasizing the humanitarian aspect of this relationship.

Some of the Sephardi Jews expelled by the Spanish Inquisition 
in 1492 settled in Portugal and North Africa while some sought refuge with the 
Ottoman Empire. A great maiority of the Turkish citizens of Jewish origin are 
Sephardi Jews,

In the meantime it has been stated that a conference will be organised in New York 
on 21 February on the ocassion of the 500th anniversary of the migration to Ottoman 
territories of the Jews escaping from Spain which is to be commemorated in 1992. 
Diplomatic circles who stated that the Jews constituted the greatest lobby in the 
US, said cooperation of the Turkish and Jewish lobbies would provide great benefit 
from Turkey's point of view in the US. 

The Arab territories occupied by Israel in the 1967 Arab—Israel war and the pressure 
policy applied by Jerusalem to the Palestinians on these territories, constitutes 
the greatest obstacle in Turkish-Israeli relations.

Theodore R. Mannr president of the American Jewish congress, today 
hailed Turkey^s decision to extend until 1990 a pact which would allow 
American air bases and monitoring stations along the Soviet border* citing 
Turkey^e role as a "courageous and independent" secular nation amidst other 
Muslim governments for its diplomatic and commercial ties with Israel, Mr. 
Hann praised Turkey as a "proven ally" and called on the United States to 
be more "cognizant of its recent positive developments*"

the extension until 1990 of a pact allowing vital U*S* air bases

The American public generally has not been adequately 
cognizant of recent positive developments involving Turkey— 
including its democratic November elections and last month's 
promising meeting between the Turkish and Greek prime ministers. 

A key NATO ally bordering on the soviet Union, Bulgaria, Iran 
and Syria, Turkey's cooperative relationship with the united 
States since world War II has been a major factor in maintaining 
balance in that critical region of the world* Its courageous and 
independent stance has been further reflected in its role as the 
only secular democracy in the Muslim world and as the only Islamic 
state to maintain diplomatic and commercial ties with Israel, 

Turkey's importance to the West too frequently has been 
overlooked* Our country must not be unmindful or unresponsive 
when a proven ally demonstrates its readiness to deepen and 
fortify its commitment to the defense of democracy*

Due to discussions I had in Istanbui with I.C.M.'s agents 
it was decided that to go to Ankara would not serve 
any purpose as all matters seemed to be well in 
hand and all reports which I received were satisfactory. 

The UN High Commissioner had been spoken to and had 
informed the British Embassy that there were 
no problems with Jewi shrefugees in Turkey. The clearance 
of refugees and the efficient co-operation with Jewish 
organisations had meant that everything appeared to be in 
order both on arrival in Turkey and in clearing them 
through Turkey to elsewhere. The Embassy however felt 
that perhaps a special discussion and clarification 
should take place with the Consulate in Istanbul as there 
was a A - 5 month waiting-list for visas for those who 
wanted to come to England except for exceptional political 
or ill refugees and I therefore agreed to a further meeting 
with our Consul James Patterson in Istanbul. 

During the helpful discussions the view of Mr, Chiltott 
(confidentially) was that the Prime Minister. Turgetoial. 
was a moderate and had balanced the extremists groups where 
there had been total choas in 1983 and he was making every 
effort for promoting reconciliation between different groups. 

In cases of a crisis (appeared unlikely) in Turkey for the 
Turkish Jewish community It would be with the Prime Minister 
at that time or the Foreign Secretary that we would probably 
have to negotiate with, with the support of the U.K. 
appropriate Miriistef, 












It was uriilikaly hopefully as the present situation 
was developing that this would occur but we 
were looking rather into the next 10 years not 
1 0 week s! 

The procedure would have to be that we would first 
approach this problem through our Foreign Secretary 
or the Prime Minister. If we approach the Head of 
State directly in Turkey we would not be accepted 
unless another Head of State intervened. This was 
the Turkish protocol. 

In view of the rather dramatic situation in 1983 it was 
perfectly normal for the Jewish community to be nervous 
although at present things were satisfactory . 

Dominic ChiUott had agreed to inform all the Consulates 
that should a Jewish refugee appeal for political 
refugee status into the U.K. and they had families 
in the U.K, this would be drawn to their attention. 

(This was subsequently discussed further by myself 
with James Patterson). 

BACKGROUND 


We need to be aware that the problems surrounding Turkey 
are extremely complex and Turkey itself Is terrified 
of extremist groups which could disrupt their own life. 
The new Iranian non Jewish refugees are no longer allowed 
to come into Istanbul and are being settled in areas 
around Ankara away from major areas of population. 

It is hoped that in this way there could be a reduction 
in fundamentalist disruptions which could affect the 
country. Perhaps it is worth reminding oneself that 
Iraq I Syria* dSSR, Bulgaria* Greece and Iran are all on 
the fronts to Turkey!

Many Jewish immigrftnts/refugees from Iran approached him. 

He felt disappointed that so many requested to enter 
Israel as Maon-Glita (House of Absorption) through the Absorption 
Cen tres^i rcasct 1 ta) Afterwards they applied for visas to go 
to the United States. The Israelis of course wanted all Iranians 
to settle in Israel, but they would never stop an Iranian coming 
through Israel elsewhere if this is what they really wanted as 
they were concerned for world Jewry. In his view the Jewish TurJcish 
community was living in a 19th century world like in Poland, 

There did not appear to be any restrictions on Jews. In fact, 

Jews were needed for the economy of Turkey, However, in his 
opinion, Turkish Jews do not feel so Turkish otherwise they would 
not highlight constantly their differences. 

Many of them did not join the army, A Turk could legitimately 
be allowed to avoid conscription by paying into a special fund. 

Many Jews did this as well. Many were inter-marrying, There 
were only 20,000 Jews approximately in Turkey. His view 
of Ladino was that it was a conscious effort to try and find 
something to let Turkish Jews be aware of their background. 

They were inter-marrying at such a fast rate and therefore 
were desperately trying to instil some of the traditions 
of the past to slow this down. 90S of the Jewish children 
did not go to Jewish dthoots. Fewer were emigrating to Israel 
than in the past and very few went to a Synagogue I. He felt that 
young Turkish Jews could demonstrate easily in Turkey, appealing 
for restrictions to be lifted on Syrian and USSR Jews^which would 
not endanger them in any way. He had not been successful 
in doing this-the young Jews were far too self-centred. An 
interesting comment was that the tension Jn Bulgaria was building 
up as all the Moslems there were being forced to take on 
Bulgarian names against using Moslem names and famllyrojnion 
into Turkey was extremely difficult. They were not allowed to leave.

as there is no problem for them to go to Turkey» These have 
been e;£tended every three months. They occasionally leave the 
country for one day and return or alternatively pay the fine 
for not having extended their visa. The fine has to be paid 
to the Local Police Station and they can leave the country. 

The tourist visa from Tehran seems to be working very efficiently. 
Most refugees are then cleared through Rome or Vienna and the 
HIAS work is extremely efficient and their clearance through 
Turkey is only a matter of a few days. They could not speak 
highly enough of the work of HIAS. Those refugees who wtshto 
go to Israel are in touch with the Israeli Consulate. They do 
not have details of how this functions. The Turkish'aothorities 
do not wish to have more Iranian refugees in the Istanbul area 
due to the terrible disturbances some of these hfave caused. 

Many of the refugees who are staying permanently in Turkey 

i.e. non Jews, are settled around the area of Ankara. They 

estimate that there are not more than 2 - 3000 in total 

classified as refugees at this moment. Refugees in Istanbul 

go to a special settlement area where there is a type of hotel 

where they stay until everything is sorted out. The Dumezic office 

also is clearing refugees from East European countries 

through Turkey, Occasionally they have of course Jewish refugees ^ 

from some of these countries but very few. They estimate 

that at this moment only 4 or 5 Iranian Jews are coming through 

this route per year! This can of course alter Jii' any time. 

There are also Iraqi refugees. ,The main routes into 
Turkey at this moment are through Dogu Bayazist^ Baskali, 

Yuksekwa. The nearest airport is in Van. 
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The settlement of these refugees is around Sarum Tobat. 
<eyem. but there are no Je«s in these areas of permanent 
settlement. They of coi*rse do rot have statistics 
of those Jews who are coming in on the tourist visas. 

They are dealing with their own affairs. 

Generally speaking the Turkish authorities are very 
co-operative with Jewish Iranians but it is possible 
that some of the Jews from Iran have not given their 
Jewish names but only their Arab names and in this case 
would not have been identified with the authorities. 
Mostly this problem has been cleared. They have only 
had one query in the last t months of the questioning 
of a Jewish immigrant that he was genuinely Jewish 
and this was cleared as satisfactory. More important 
than the Jewish refugees are the Bahai. These are being 
helped by the Turkish authorities and they are coming out 

in much larger numbers^

REFUGEES FROM IRAN AND ELSEWHERE 


In accordance with the Turkish regulations there is no 
visa requi red from Iran to Turkey* The borders however 
are quite complex. Normally SlOO has to be paid by any 
Iranian wishing to leave with an exit visa but there are 


many mountain areas where Iranian Jews and others can walk 
across and there is no control there whatsoever. The 
best procedure for Iranian refugees who are 
political asylum is to visit the United Nationst ^i ghts^ 
Commissioner in Ankara who apparently can process visas 
to the U.K. far more quickly than the Consul in Istanbul. 


The Consul clearing visas in London informed me that there' 
is a six’^month waiting list until he can given a interview 
to those wishing to come to the U-K. and after this it takes 
another six months for the Home Office in London to clear 
these applications. He agreed with me that this was 
exceptionally long if English families had to finance 
someone who was a refugee staying in Turkey.

The "fountain-head'* of decision making for accelerating any 
form of visa comes from the Home Office which the Consul in 
Istanbul must obey. If therefore there was an Iranian Jew who 
wanted to come to England it Hould be better to do all the 
negotiations at the Home Office in London (see C,B.F.) 

During the last year there have been no applicants who have been 
Jewish at the Consulate in Istanbul. The Consul General 
suggested that if siomeone did claim that they were Jewish 
they would have a better priority probably for asylum but much 
to his amatement no-one had mentioned this and he therefore
